Error 


If history, which with pounding 
feet ever comes hurrying after, 
generations from now, writes of 
a failure which delivered Western 
civilization to the East, it might 
include the name of Herbert 
Brownell, Attorney General of the 
United States. 


When the European Defense 
Community plan wasenot yet de- 
feated, Dwight D. Eisenhower's 
office had a telephone call. Adlai 
Stevenson, Democratic nominee 
in 1952 and titular head of the 
party, was calling. He said that 
if the President, wished, he, Stev- 
enson, would be happy to send 
a cable to Premier Mendes- 
France informing him that the 
Democratic Party joined with 
President Eisenhower. in hoping 
for ratification of EDC. His idea 
~ was to let the people of France 
and the world know there was 
unity in America on that subject. 
A grateful President expressed 
his appreciation and urged the 
cable be sent. It was. 

Here was opportunity for the 
. President to move to restore 
what is vital to the survival of 
this nation—a bipartisan foreign 
policy such as Franklin D. Roose- 
velt and Harry Truman were able 
to maintain. They were able so 
to do because the Republican 
Party of their time included men 
who saw the necessity for it and 
paced their nation above narrow 
partisanship. 


But since that one profession of 
gratitude from President Eisen- 
hower for the: sending of the cable 
there has been silence. 


Reliable reports have it Herbert 
Brownell ordered it.

At the time John Foster Dulles 
took over controls at the Depart- 
ment of State the United States 
was the dominant power in the 
world. In January, 1952, he 
geared this military strength to a 
foreign policy based on a “‘roll- 
back”’ of the Iron Curtain of com- 
niunism, it then being possible to 
deliver an atomic military ulti- 
matum to the Russians. The Dul- 
les foreign policy was based on 
that strength. We had Vice Pres- 
ident Nixon beaming at us from 
television screens, saying with 
pious hypocrisy, how nice it was 
to have a secretary who talked 
back to the Communist nations, 
which, he said, were being rolled 
back. 

Today that policy is in ruins. 
The true reason for the policy dis- 
aster is explained by the swift 
change in military power. The So- 
viets caught up in atomic devel- 
opments and in production of 
transcontinental jet bombers. 

Today we cannot carry out a 
rollback policy backed. by mili- 
tary superiority. Dulles has ev- 
erywehere failed. If GOP patriot- 
ism does not rise above political 
partisanship, they may move us 
into war. 

A bipartisan foreign policy, with 
Democrats and Republicans joined 
in support, may prevent.

Cross—running for a second term. 

Sen. Margaret Chase Smith (R) 
was re-elected to a second term, 
and two of three GOP congressmen 
appeared to have been returned 
to office in the state election— 
the nation’s first of 1954. 

GOP TRAILS 


In 528 of the state's 626 precincts, 
the 39-year-old Muskie had 95,557 
votes and Cross 84,230. 

Sen. Smith, in the same pre- 
cincts, polled 106,393 to 70,692 for 
Democrat Paul A. Fullam, a Colby 
College history professor. 

Mrs. Smith, who never has lost 
an election, said she hopes yes- 
terday's victory ‘‘will give impetus 
to a national trend in November 
for the election of a Republican 
Congress for President Eisen- 
hower.”’

Democrat James C. Oliver, once 
a Republican, was close on the

investigation into the poisoning of half a dozen dogs and cats in 


the Bellwood community. 

The dead animals included a 
valuable collie and a cocker 
spaniel, the pet of a child, as 
well as one other dog and three 
cats. | 

L. P. Strait, newly-appointed 
investigator for the society, said 
an autopsy on one dog revealed 
traces of arsenic. 

Arsenic is extremely painful to 
the animal and suffering is very 
great,’’ he said. ‘‘But if you rec- 
‘ognize the symptoms early 
enough the animal can_ be 
saved.” 

Strait is centering his investi- 


gation around local drugstores in 
an attempt to find out whether 
anyone purchased a large enough 
‘quantity of arsenic to kill the 
six animals. He said he will also 
check wholesale drug houses. 

In the future, society officials 
said, all cases of cruelty to ani- 
mals will be carried to court. 

**Poisoning an animal is a mis- 
demeanor in Georgia,’ Strait 
said. “The person responsible 
could get up to 18 months in jail 
and a fine of $1,000 if convicted. 
I intend to get the evidence and 
‘see that they are convicted.”

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Reds’ Korea ‘Guess’ 
Led to Costly War 


Secretary of State Dulles, following 
his report to President Eisenhower about 
his Far Eastern trip, is quoted in the 
press as saying that American policy is 
to keep the Chinese Communists guessing 
whether this country will fight for Red- 
threatened Quemoy. : 

That is well and gooa but on the basis 
of what happened in Indochina what 
would be the logical guess? 

Much criticism was levelled at the 
Truman administration for not laying 
down a definite line against aggression in 
Korea. When we were forced to resist 
there, these critics said the Reds would 
never have attacked had they known we 
would fight. Their guess, on the basis of 
our actions, was that we would not. 

We made much noise about Indochina. 
It was the “stopper in the jug.” At the 
time of crisis, we did not go into Indo- 
china to save it. We bucked down. 

We are making loud noises again about 
the defense of Southeast Asia. Just as 
the conference was about to begin, the 
United States announced withdrawal of 
three divisions of troops from Korea. 

The secretary is quoted, too, as not 
foreseeing any early attempt by Chinese 
Communists to take Formosa. That may 
be true. If we continue to weaken our 
military forces in the Far East and if we 
continue ‘to vaccillate about our course in 
Asia, it will not always be true. 

The line against aggression cannot be 
a mere guess. The Reds must know where 
it will be drawn and that there is enough 
strength in being to hold it. 

The habit of U.S leaders of talking 
tough to the Communists while whittling 
down defense appropriations is a bit in- 
congruous. It is even more so when one 
considers that there is no letup inside 
Russia or Communist China in their 
buildups of military power. 

Rep. Omar Burleson (D-Tex) recently 
explained it this way: 

“Teddy Roosevelt warned that in time 
of peril we should speak softly but carry 
a big stick. It is a dangerous thing to 
carry a little stick and try to make up 
for it by talking louder ” 

He might have added that it becomes 
more dangerous when the loud talk comes 
from a dozen voices, all of them propos- 
ing something different.

Governor Herman Talmadge has in- 
formed the world that the Republicans 
are little more popular in the South today 
than they were during the Reconstruction 
period. He gave two gnod reasons. 

The 
other was the fact that the Supreme Court 
handed down its decision on segregation 
through the medium of Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, an appointee of President Eisen- 
hower. 

The governor was right. This seems 
to be his year for being right.

And the Supreme 
Court decision has upset an intricate pat- 
tern of race relations based on 150 years 
of custom and tradition 

President Eisenhower's personal appeal 
cracked the Solid South for the first time 
since the Al Smith, Herbert Hoover con- 
test in 1928. But the South’s latest act of 
infidelity with the Republicans seems 
about over. 

There’s something abvut the South and 
something about the Republicans too that 
makes for incompatibility. As Governor 
Talmadge intimated, it looks like a good 
year for the Democrats. Not only in the 
South, but nearly everywhere.

Almost 4,000 Georgia teen-agers were 
exposed to safety lessons this summer 
thanks to the operation of unique Camp 
Safety Patrol at Lake Blackshear.

Each week for 11 weeks an average 
of 352 young people went to the: camp 
for instruction from State Patrol members 
and from Army and Air Force personnel.

The youngsters who attended got the 
benefits of a week at the lakeside with 
its side show of recreational and social 
activities. But most of all, there were in- 
stilled in them tne principles of traffic 
safety, which they in turn can spread 
among their schoolmates.

Let Justice Department 
Handle the Communists 


The Justice Department announces 
plans for a stepped-up anti-Communist 
program with the objective of “utterly 
destroying the Communist Party, U.S.A.” 

The objective and the action will 
please the entire country Armed with 
new laws that still must be tested, the 
FBI will have complete cooperation of the 
vast majority of the citizens in carrying 
out such a program. 

These laws include the outlawing of 
the Communist Party, the witness-immu- 
nity law, and the measure aimed at Com- 
munist-dominated labor unions. The ex- 
patriation law—taking away the citizen- 
ship of persons convicted of advocating 
the overthrow of the government by force 
—is of doubtful constitutionality and must 
be tested in:the courts. 

If the Communist Party can be de- 
stroyed legally in this country, by all 
means let it be done! The Justice Depart- 
ment is the agency to carry it through. 
Neither Congress nor self-appointed 
judges and juries can do the job. It must 
be accomplished in an orderly manner by 
the courts.

FHA Scandals Call for 


Criminal Prosecutions 


Deputy Housing Administrator Mc- 
Kenna’s report on FHA scandals is an- 
other shock in a thoroughly disgraceful 


affair. If what he says is true, the gov- 
ernment should immediately institute 
criminal proceedings against Clyde L. 


Powell, ousted assistant commissioner of 
FHA and against all the lesser officials 
involved. 

The recipients of what is estimated at 
$100,000,000 in windfall profits are equal- 
ly guilty—at least morally. If there is any 
way it can’ be done, the money should 
be recovered and if criminal statutes have 
been violated the guilty should be brought 
to justice. 

The scandals, of ccurse, grew out of 
loopholes in regulations governing loans 
to individuals and corporations in the 
apartment building projects. Others were 
in connection with the repair sections of 
the law. They made it possible for chisel- 
ers to take full advantage of loose and 
corrupt administration. 

The loopholes now have been closed 
but too late to prevent bringing discredit 
on a much-needed program. The country 
still needs housing. The battle to keep 
up with the tide and to keep ever-grow- 
ing numbers of present dwellings from 
becoming substandard gues on. The Na- 
tional Housing Conference says we're 
losing the battle. 

It should be pointed out that the en- 
tire housing program is not involved in 
the scandals. The Public Housing Ad- 
ministration, which handles low-rent 
slum-clearance types of projects, is not 
involved at all. 

The need for housing makes it all 
the more important that those responsible 
for grafts and corruption within FHA be 
brought to justice.

Is it really France’s fault alone if communism is victorious in 
Asia, if Germany is not rearmed, if Europe is not being built, and 
if the Moslem world takes a hostile attitude to the West? 


Let us not hesitate—this is the 
first point—to recognize the guilt 
of our leaders of the past years. 
They have never looked clearly at 
the Indochinese business. They 
have had a different language for 
the French (‘‘peace is for tomor- 
row’), for the Americans (‘‘the 
victory will be hard-won but we 
will get it’), for the Vietnam peo- 
ple (‘‘we shall never negotiate’’) 
and behind these contradictory af- 
firmations, no coherent military or 
political effort has been tried, while 
it was still possible to succeed. 

Their attitude as far as Euro- 
pean and German affairs are con- 
cerned has been no more brilliant. 
They accepted the principle of Ger- 
man rearmament, but immediately 
looked for a ‘“‘twist’’ to avoid put- 
ting the problem before French 
opinion. This twist has turned into 
a trap. So then they have waited 
for a miracle which would enable 
at the same time German rearma- 
ment and the end of the ‘‘false 
Eurape”’ without.the French Par- 
liament having to take any respon- 
sibility. ; 

Is not the responsibility of Amer- 
ican leaders annihilating? Is it not 
to a large extent their fault if 
communism has conquered China? 
There they lost a very great bat- 
tle, of which the Indochinese battle 
is merely a consequence. 

Isn't there a heavy responsibil- 
ity weighing on the leaders at 
Washington because they let it be 
believed, during several weeks, 
that they would intervene along- 
side our soldiers should the latter 
be in danger, whereas they were 


politically incapable of bringing us 
more than dollars and arms—at 
once a great deal and very little? 

The English should not over- 
whelm us either. They perhaps, 
play well but they play alone. 

If London would agree to ex- 
amine a military and political or- 
ganization for Europe, with France 
and England having equality of 
rights and duties, it would be 
enough to change the whole aspect 
om things. But the British leaders 
refuse to. make this gesture! 

The quarrels our neighbors are 
making with us are not better. 

They know well that the Euro- 
pean idea has been sidetracked; at 
the start it led to an association 
of the democratic nations of the 
eld Continent and its object was 
to try, through their union, to at- 
tenuate the traditional differences, 
to elaborate a policy and provide 
a framework for the necessary re- 
covery of new Germany. But the 
Europe they are making for us has 
nothing in common with this idea. 
It has become.the union of a small 
number of nations, and, finally the 
creation of a continental agglom- 
eration which Germany will 
dominate tomorrow and in which 
national divergences will be accen- 
tuated as we already see. 

France can look her allies and 
neighbors in the face. The French 
nation has not only the right, it has 
the duty to refuse to be sacrificed.

fends its independence, to be 
helped by all those who believe in 
liberty.

The Artist Waud 
Died in Georgia 


It’s not often that reviewing a 
book leads one to the cemetery. 
The last one did. The book is 
“Bohemian B r i- # : 
gade’"’ by Louis 4 
Starr (Alfred A. #F = 
Knopf, New | 
York), the story 2% , 
of the news cov- ae = .

Waud, a native) se:

the “Bill Mauldin’ of his times. 
He reported the war by wash draw- 
ings and by word. With brush or 
with pen, he was a great descrip- 
tive artist. Beyond that, he seems 
to have been a devil-may-care fel- 
low, ‘surely popular among the 
troops. “Bohemian Brigade’’ 
quotes a contemporary of Waud's 
who characterized the artist as 
“blue-eyed, fairbearded, strapping 
and stalwart, full of loud cheery 
laughs and comic songs, armed to 
the teeth, jack-booted, gauntleted, 
slouch-hatted.’’ 


As field artist for Harper's, Al 
Waud was with the Army of The 
Potomac sketching the war in the 
East. Sometime after Appomatox, 
ke came to Georgia at the invita- 
tion of Joseph M. Brown. 


Joe Brown, son of war gover- 
nor Joe E. Brown and later gov- 
ernor himself, was at the time 
traffic manager for the Western 
« Atlantic Railroad. He was pre- 
paring a publication entitled ‘‘The 
Mountain Campaigns in Georgia’’ 
and he hired the artist Waud as 
the illustrator. 


Publicity for the W. & A. was 
an incidental purpose of the book- 
let. The sales manager for the 
road pinned down the locale of 
every war event between Chatta- 
nooga and Atlanta by placing it as 
*‘so many miles from the tracks.”’ 
He .even had a testimonial letter 
from Wm. T. Sherman saying that 
without the W. & A. the Atlanta 
Campaign would have been impos- 
sible. 

After the assignment was com- 
pleted, Waud returned to Georgia 
for a social vistt. He'd been hav- 
ing trouble with his heart. Per- 
haps the temperate Georgia cli- 
mate had an appeal. He died one 
spring day at the Joseph M. Brown 
home in Marietta, on the lee side 
of Kennesaw Mountain. 

The Atlanta Constitution of April 
8, 1891 records the death, saying 
finally, “He was genial and so- 
ciable by nature and very strong 
in friendships. He had been suf- 
fering from heart disease for a 
number of months. The remains 
were temporarily deposited in a 
vault in Marietta, but will be sent 
to his place of residence at South 
Orange, N.J.”’ 

But the gravestone is in the 
Episcopal Cemetery in Marietta, 
across from the high school and 
the gymnasium and the fire sta- 
tion. I went out there Sunday to 
make sure. The inscription reads: 
“Alfred R. Waud, Born Oct. 2, 
1828, Died April 6, 1891.” 

What happened? Why wasn't the 
artist carried back North for bur- 
ial? Those are questions this re- 
porter can't answer. I wonder if 
there is anyone who can.

WASHINGTON—By the end of this year the 
nation’s two most popular, powerful and influen- 


tial Republican governors of the two most popu- , 
lous states of the union will no longer be holding elective office. 


Former Gov. 


Earl Warren is now the 


Chief Justice of the 


United States after being elected for three consecutive terms as 
Chief Executive of California during which he amassed the most 
impressive vote-getting record in any two-party state. 


Gov. Thomas E. Dewey has just 
announced that, after serving 12 
consecutive years in Albany, 
he will not run ‘‘for any public 
office under any circumstances this 
fall’’ and will retire to private life— 
positively. 

National politics—and Republican 
politics—will not be the same with- 
out them. 

The question which a political 
writer is most often asked, when 
the name of either Gov. Dewey or 
Mr. Warren come into the conver- 
sation is: ‘‘What next?”’ 

Obviously there is only one other 
possible ‘‘next’’ for either of them 
and that would be a Republican 
presidential nomination. Even this 
possibility can only arise if Presi- 
dent Eisenhower should choose not 
to be a candidate to succeed him- 
self. 

Obviously Gov. Dewey would 
welcome the opportunity—very un- 
derstandably. 

Chief Justice Warren would al- 
most certainly be disposed not to 
leave the high court, but the rea- 
sons for his not leaving could be 
no greater than those which were 
overcome in persuading Justice 
Charles Evans Hughes to accept a 
presidential draft in 1916. 

For different reasons neither Mr. 
Dewey nor. Mr. Warren can, even 
if they wished, actively seek a

Adlai Twits GOP 
On Foreign Policy 


WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower has a 
real problem of unity within his party. : 
It is peculiarly vexing for two reasons. First, de 
it involves foreign policy in times of stress and tension 


presidential nomination. Mr. War- 
ren could not do so from the court 
with propriety and could hardly 
justify his stepping from the bench 
back to the hurly-burly of politics 
unless in response to a genuine 
draft. 


Mr. Dewey could not, I believe, 
successfully seek another presiden- 
tial nomination. If he had to fight 
for it, he couldn't get it. It will 
have to seek him. Mr. Dewey or 
Mr. Warren could only come into 
the picture in 1956 if the Republi- 
can Party, forced to look for al- 
ternatives to Mr. Eisenhower, 
found the obvious alternatives un- 
ready or unsatisfactory. 


Mr. Dewey’s record in New York 
and Mr. Warren's record in Cali- 
fornia constitute solid evidence that 
there is a middle road between the 
do-nothing of a laissez-faire 
conservatism and a_ suffocating 
state socialism. I would count 
President Eisenhower more con- 
servative than either Mr. Warren 
or Mr. Dewey but he is in the 
pattern of both because his ob- 
jective, too, is the humanitarian 
state resting upon the economy of 
competitive private enterprise. 

Neither Mr. Dewey nor Mr. War 
ren may be summoned but it is 
fortunate for the Republican Party 
that they are within reach.

Understandable as is the sena- 
tor’s reaction to that affair, which 
is likewise that of the President 
and the State Department and our 
people, the President believes the 
Knowland proposal is not the way 
to handle this situation. He rejected 
the suggestion. 


His problem, however, is much 
More serious than can be meas- 
ured by irritation over this latest 
episode. This is just one in a 
series of Knowland “‘incidents’’ in 
which the Californian has intruded 
in foreign policy, sometimes tak- 
ing issue with administration 
moves—and always publicly, shout- 
ing from the housetops. You get 
the impression of a running debate 
between the President and his own 
party leader in the Senate, that 
is, if you do not see it in a more 
unfavorable light—an attempt to 
direct foreign policy from the 
Capitol. 

Of late, both the President and 
Secretary of State Dulles have 
made much of “bipartisanship’’ in 
foreign policy, with overtures to 
the Democrats that hardly seem 
necessary in view of their coopera- 
tion during the whole of the 83rd 
Congress. What seems to be more 
needed is what might be called 
“unipartisanship’’—-if a word may 
be coined; that is, some unity 
within the party which is responsi- 
ble for conduct of the government 


now, at least among its congres- 
sional leaders. 


What has been happening could 
not but draw such criticism as 
that of Adlai Stevenson in his 


Harrisburg speech last week, to 
wit: 

“Is it the Knowland foreign 
policy we are to supoprt—or the 
Dulles foreign policy—or the Nixon 
foreign policy—or is there a White 
House policy? If there is, you can 
be sure it will need Democratic 
support, like most White House 
policies?"’ , 

The ‘‘team play” on which the 
Eisenhower administration puts so 
much emphasis is sadly lacking on 
foreign policy. Of all places, that 
is where it is urgently needed now. 

Democrats never were as sharp- 
ly divided on foreign policy as are 
Republicans. There is something 
else, too, that probably has con- 
tributed to the rebelliousness that 
manifests itself in party ranks in 
Congress. 

This was the President's ready 
acquiescence at the outset of his 
administration in the announced in- 
tention of Republican congressional 
leaders to restore Congress to 
“equal partnership” with the Ex- 
ecutive in management of the 
government, by which they meant 
that Congress should be dominant.

They need their coffee to perk | 


up their sluggish system. For 


the caffeine stimulates heart ac- | 


tion. And our morning blood 
pressure is usually lower, so we 
crave a fast pick-up. 

Caffeine, in large amounts, 
also is a factor in excess secre- 
tion of acid in the gastric juice. 
Thus, people with peptic ulcers 
or heartburn may find their 
pain relieved by omitting coffee 
and the cola drinks. 

Since caffeine also perks up 
the nervous system, it stimulates 
the person to greater activity. 

But if he is already a nervous, 
high-strung person, or a young- 
ster who is bubbling over with 
unexpended energy, then the cof- 
fee may make him ultra nerv- 
ous, jittery and critical.
